No  Discrimination  Meant 

Dear  Editor: 

The  biting  diatribe  on  assemblies  in  general  and  the  Val 
Hyric  skit  in  particular,  issued  by  the  learned  Mr.  Rolfe  Peter- 
son, came  to  us  as  quite  a surprise.  Many  of  the  statements 
made  were  indeed  true,  but  as  is  typical  of  a few  professors 
who  get  carried  away  by  the  sound  of  their  own  voices,  Mr. 
Peterson  didn’t  seem  to  know  when  to  quit. 

Rather  than  hang  our  heads  in  shame  for  the  outrage  we 
have  supposedly  committed  against  the  studentbody,  Mr.  Peter- 
son, and  Jews  the  world  over,  let’s  review  the  facts. 

First:  The  skit  was  not  directed  as  a slam  against  Jews, 
but  as  a parody  of  the  typical  “big  city’’  clothing  business. 

If  Mr.  Peterson  had  not  divided  his  attention  between 
ithe  stage  and  the  portable  radio  he  must  have  been  listening 
to  in  order  to  hear  KBYU’s  announcer,  he  would  have  noticed 
that  only  one  of  the  two  bargain  basement  characters  was  indi- 
cated to  be  Jewish.  The  other  was  Mike  Miller,  mongrel  Ameri- 
can—(pardon  the  expression).  Which  of  the  two  was  supposed 
to  be  proprietor  was  never  considered. 

Second:  Because  it  was  believed  that  the  skit  wbuld  have 
no  effect  upon  the  studentbody’s  Semitic  views  and  even  less 
upon  those  of  the  outside  world,  it  was  produced  without  too 
much  concern  for  minority  feelings.

However,  I am  sure  we  both  agree  that 
what  is  said  and  done  in  the  campus  newspaper  and  assemblies 
is  more  or  less  a family  affair. 

Third:  As  to  the  “youngster  too  provincial  to  know  any- 
thing about  the  problem  of  the  J ew  in  our  society,”  I assume  you 
were  writing  about  the  author  of  the  skit.  Unfortunately,  he 
isn’t  with  us  to  read  your  remarks,  Mr.  Peterson,  nor  has  he 
ever  been  here.  You  see,  much  as  we  would  like  to  claim 
credit  for  originality,  the  act  was  actually  copied  directly  from 
a recent  coast  to  coast  television  show  that  features  as  its 
star  performer,  none  other  than  Jewish  born  Milton  Berle. 

If  that  skit  is  “vicious  anti-semitism,”  and  minority,  then 
so  are  the  lovable  shows  “Life  with  Luigi,”  and  “The  Gold- 
bergs,” both  of  which  get  laughs  from  provincial  characteris- 
tics. As  you  said,  Mr.  Peterson,  Buchenwald  was  no  joke,  and 
maybe  therein  lies  the  answer.  It’s  when  people  cease  laughing 
about  minorities  and  become  serious  that  the  troubles  begin.

Here  From  Germany  . . . 

New  Way  of  Life  Begins  For 
Operators  of  Y Bookbindery

(From  Germany  come  two  captivating  people  who  are  now  in 
charge  of  Brigham  Young  University’s  book  bindery.  They  are 
Alfred  Biehl  and  his  pretty,  petite  wife,  Anne  Marie,  who  arrived  in 
Utah  only  six  weeks  ago.  Though  they  cannot  easily  communicate 
with  those  who  come  into  the  bindery,  as  they  speak  only  German, 
their  ready  smiles  have  already  made  them  many  friends. 

Mr.  Biehl  began  book  binding  in  Germany,  as  an  apprentice  at 
the  age  of  14.  He  is  now  a master  book  binder,  and  his  work  has 
taken  him  to  many  sections  of  Germany,  including  the  northern  and 
western  parts.  Before  coming  to  America,  the  Biehls  were  living  in 
Germany’s  Black  Forest  area, 
near  the  Swiss  border. 

Anne  Marie  Bremer  met  Alfred 
Biehl  in  a'  book  bindery  where 
they  both  worked  before  the  war. 

Though  she  was  a native  of  Bre- 
men, she  went  to  live  with  the 
Biehl  family  after  the  war  broke 
out  and  Alfred  had  to  go  into  the 
army.  Alfred  married  Anne  Ma- 
rie when  he  was  home  on  fur- 
lough in  1943.  Alfred  had  been 
successfully  kept  out  of  the  Hitler 
Youth  by  his  family,  but  he  was 
finally  drafted  into  the  German 
army  when  he  was  20.  He  be- 
came a combination  scout,  sniper, 
and  front  line  infantryman. 

Alfred  went  hungry,  was 
wounded,  ond  half  frozen  during 
the  terrible  Russian  winters  in 
Lenningrad.  He  and  his  outfit 
were  cut  off  by  the  Russians  in 
the  Lithuanian  area.  The  fight- 
ing there  was  so  close  that  every 
night  a Russian  was  captured  and 
brought  in  for  questioning. 

When  the  German  troops  were 
finally  captured,  most  of  them 
were  shipped  to  Siberia.  “I  was 
lucl^y — I was  wounded,”  says  Al- 
fred. He  was  wounded  after  the 
armistice  had  been  signed,  when 
a “war  happy”  Russian  threw  a 
grenade  into  a group  of  German 
soldiers.  He  was  sent  to  a Rus- 
sian-held hospital  where  he  re- 
mained nine  months.  Then  he 
was  sent  back  to  Germany  to  re- 
cover. 

In  the  meantime,  Anne  Marie 
had  opened  a little  art  shop  at 
home.  Toward  the  end  of  the 
war,  business  was  so  bad  that 
those  who  wanted  trinkets  had  to 
bring  the  materials  to  her  before 
she  could  make  them. 

When  she  met  Alfred,  walking 
downtown  one  day,  he  was  clad 
only  in  his  shorts  and  an  army 
coat,  with  his  feet  bound  in  rags. 

She  says,  “People  must  have 
thought  we  were  crazy.  We  just 
stood  there  in  each  other’s  arms 
crying  for  a long  time.” 

After  the  war  was  over,  letters 
were  exchanged,  and  finally  they 
were  able  to  leave  Germany  to 
come  to  the  United  States  under

Something  new  in  placement 
tests  during  recent  freshman  ori- 
entation week  at  Oregon  State 
College  included  arithmetic  and 
mathematics  placement  tests  ad- 
ministered to  practically  all  en- 
tering students.

A & M,  or  Wyoming. 

The  Cougars  got  off  to  a good 
start  last  year  by  clipping  Idaho 
State  in  a double  header,  and 
went  directly  into  the  confer- 
ence tournament,  which  was  held 
in  early  December,  and  copped 
the  title. 

It  wasn’t  as  easy  as  it  sounds, 
however,  for  after  knocking  over 
Regis  53-3 T on  the  opening  night, 
the  Oats  whipped  up  a slim  ST- 
54  win  from  Wyoming,  and 
squeaked  past  Denver  56-54  in 
the  championship  battle.

On  Punt  Distance 

Rex  Berry,  brilliant  on  run- 
ning and  passing  when  the  op- 
portunity arose,  but  invaluable 
in  kicking  the  Cougars  out  of  the 
holes,  continued  to  boot  his  way 
into  the  national  standings  this 
week. 

According  to  official  statistics 
from  the  National  Collegiate  Ath- 
.letic  Bureau,  (last  Saturday’s 
games  excluded)  Berry  ranked 
fifth  in  the  nation  having  punted 
27  times  for  a 42.4  yard  average. 
This  was  just  one  step  behind 
Utah’s  Mitt  Smith,  who  has 
kicked  the  pigskin  for  a 43.2  av- 
erage so  far  this  year. 

Skyline  schools  and  individuals 
broke  into  the  records  in  a few 
other  places  as  well.

The  aim  is  to  give  the 
students  spiritual  backing;  “not 
only  to  inform,  but  to  convert,” 
as  Dr.  Sperry  declared. 

Dr.  Sperry’s  job,  he  feels,  is  to 
teach  all  the  known  facts  about 
the  Bible,  Book  of  Mormon,  Doc- 
trine and  Covenants,  and  the 
Pearl  of  Great  Price,  and  to  do 
all  the  research  and  writing  he 
can  on  the  subject.  He  seems  to 
be  fulfilling  the  latter  part  of  his 
aims;  already  the  author' of  a 
number  of  books,  he  is  at  present 
engaged  in  writing  a new  text  on 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  an  analyti- 
cal study,  in  which  -he  discusses 
each  book  separately. 


Dr.  Sydney  B.  Sperry 


Dr.  Sperry  was  born  in  the 
fourth  generation  of  the  LDS 
Church  in  his  family.  Educated 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  he  came  in 
contact  with  such  men  as  B.  H. 
Jacobs  and  Osborn  Widtsoe.  His 
interests  were  then  with  chemis- 
try and  geology. 

Mr.  Sperry  built  his  own  crys- 
tal set  and  was  one  of  the  first 
to  receive  long  distance  radio 
messages  on  the  150  foot  wire,  an- 


tenna he  had  strung  between 
some  poplar  trees  and  his  father’s 
bam.  Also  interested  in  telegra- 
phy, he  and  some  friends  strung 
wires  for  two  or,  three  miles,  and 
telegraphed  messages  back  and 
forth. 

For  a time  he  was  a chemist  in 
the  U.  S.  Bureau  of  Mines. 

In  World  War  I,  he  was  sta- 
tioned at  Fort  Knox,  where  he 
saw  some  of  the  first  American 
tanks.
